RESOLUTION OF INTENTION

WHEREAS, the Board of Supervisors of the County of Los An-
geles, State of California, has on file and spread upon the minutes
of the Board, a report from the Health Officer of the County recom-
mending the institution of proceedings for the improvement as a
health measure; and

WHEREAS, the Board has found and determined by resolution
that the public interest requires the construction of sanitary sewers
in NORMANDIE AVENUE and other rights of way and that the
improvement As necessary as a health measure; and

WHEREAS, provisions have not otherwise been made for the
maintenance and repair of sewers within the district to be improved;
and

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of L.os Angeles has, by
resolution adopted on the 28th day of January, 1959, approved this

resolution and given its consent to the work proposed herein, and|

to the use of that portion of Normandie Avenue lying within said
City as described herein and to the exercise of exclusive jurisdiction
in this proceeding by said Board of Supervisors,

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Board of Super-
visors of the County of Los Angeles, State of California, as follows:
SECTION 1.

That the public inturest and necessity require and that it is
the intention of the Board of Supervisors of the County of Los An-
geles, State of California, to order the following work to be done
and improvement made, to-wit:

First: The construction of sanitany sewers and appurtenances in

220TH STREET AND THE SANITARY SEWER RIGHT

OF WAY BEING SOUTHERLY OF AND ADJACENT

TO THE SOUTHERLY LINE OF SAID 220TH STREET
between the easterly line of NORMANDIE AVENUE (EASTERLY
ROADWAY) and the westerly line of Tract No. 20226, as shown on
map recorded in Book 595, Page 50 of Maps; and in

NORMANDIE AVENUE (EASTERLY ROADWAY)

between the centerline of 220TH STREET and the southerly line
of Lot 22, Tract No. 3239, as shown on map recorded in Book 37,
Pages 27 and 28 of Maps.
Second: The resurfacing of the trench in the streets and rights of
way wherein aforementioned sanitary sewers are consructed,

All of said work shall be performed in the streets and rights
of way and between the limits, hereinbefore designated except
where the plans indicate that said work shall be omitted.

THAT SUCH WORK OR IMPROVEMENT, IT IS ESTIMATED, |
WILL COST THE SUM OF SEVEN THOUSAND FOUR HUNDRED
FIFTY DOLLARS ($7,450).

SECTION 2

That all the work and improvements aforesaid shall be done
and performed as shown on and in accordance with and to the
grades shown on the plans, profiles and specifications therefor,
filed in the office of the Board of Supervisors in the Hall of Records
in the City of Los Angeles on the 8th day of July, 1958. Reference
is hereby made to said plans, profiles and specifications for a full
and detailed description of said proposed work or improvement,
and said plans, profiles and specifications shall govern for all
details of the proposed work or lmprow'mont and for the descrip-
tion of the grade to which this work is to be done, and are made
a part hereof.

SECTION 3.

That the said wntemplwted work or improvement, in the opin-
ion of the Board, is of more than local or ordinary public benefit,
and the Board hereby makes the expense of the work or improve-
ment chargeable upon a district, which district the Bowd declares
to be the district benefited by the work or improvemént and to be
assessed to pay the cost and expense thereof,

A map of the improvement district, indicating by a boundary
line the extent of the territory included in the proposed district
approved by the Board on the 8th day of July, 1958, is on file in
the office of the Board. Reference is hereby made to the map for
a full and complete description of the property to be assessed to
pay the cost of the improvement and the map shall govern for all
details as to the extent of the assessment district.
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[Streets and Hignways Code, to represent each assessment of fifty |
{dollars ($50.00) or more remaining unpaid for thirty (30) days after |
the date of the recording of the warrant. The serial bonds shall
|extend over a period ending nine (9) years from the second day of
rlanuaxy next succeeding the next October fifteenth following their \
| date, and shall bear interest at the rate of six (6) per cent per an-
num on all sums unpaid, until the whole of the principal and inter-
| est is paid.

The principal sum shall become due and payable in equal |
annual payments on the 15th day of each November succeeding lh( |
October 15th following their date until fully paid.

The first interest payment shall be payable on the 15th day of |
May succeeding the April 15th or the 15th day of November next |
succeeding the October 15th, as the case may be, next following the |
date of the bonds. The following interest payments shall each be for | ’
six months interest and shall be payable on each fifteenth day of
May and November, the last interest payment coming due 45 (I‘I\\‘
before the last annual payment of the principal,

SECTION 5. ;

The Streets hereinbefore referred to are public streets in the
County of Los Angeles and are located partly in unincorporated
territory in the vicinity of Torrance, and partly in the City of Los
Angeles.

SECTION 6.

That it is the opinion of the Board that the public interest \nll
not be served by allowing the property owners to take the contract
for the work to be done under these proceedings. |
SECTION 7.

[ That it is hereby found and determined that provisions have

‘nm, otherwise been made for the maintenance and repair of sewers |
in the territory within which said improvement is to be constructed |
nor is such territory included within a sewer maintenance district
and that upon completion of construction of said improvement sai
territory will be in need of sewer maintenance and should be an-
nexed to an existing sewer maintenance district. [
SECTION 8,

That the public interest, convenience and necessity require, and |
it is the further intention of the Board of Supervisors of the County ‘
of Los Angeles to order annexed to, included with, and known as|
the Dominguez Sewer Maintenance District, those portions of the
unincorporated territory of said (ounty m(‘k(l(‘d within the follow-
ing described exterior boundany lines |
Parcel 11-59 ‘
Beginning at the southwesterly corner of Lot 22 of Tract No. i
3239, as shown on map recordéd in Book 37, pages 27 and 28 of
Maps, in the office of the Recorder of the County of Los Angeles;
thence easterly along the southerly line of said lot a distance of I%!i(l
feet; thence northerly parallel with the westerly line of said lot to
the boundary of Dominguez Sewer Maintenance District, as same
existed on' June 4, 1958; thence westerly, northerly and westerly
along said boundary to the boundary of the City of Los Angeles, as |
same existed on said date; thence southerly along said last men- ‘
tioned boundary to the point of beginning. ‘
SECTION 9.

That the proceedings for the aforesaid work or improvement |
|and the annexation of territory to said Maintenance District shall |
be under and in accordance with Division 7, Streets and “l;,h\\.l\\‘
Code and Los Angeles County Ordinance No, 4348 providing that |
all cash payments upon the assessment for the improvement, made
within 30 days from the recordation thereof, shall be made to the
( County Engineer,

SECTION 10,

That Thursday, the 2nd day of April, 1959, at the hour of 9:30
a.m. of said day, is the day and hour and the Chambers of the Board
in the Hall of Records, in the City of Los Angeles, is the place
fixed by the Board when and where any and all persons having any
objections to the proposed work or improvement or to the extent
of the district to be assessed, or to the proposed grades to which
the work is to be done, or to the proposed annexation or to the in-
clusion of any property within the proposed annexation, or to any
or all of the foregoing, may appear before the Board and show
cause why the proposed work or improvement or annexation should
not be carried out in accordance with this Resolution.

SECTION 11.

That the County Engineer shall cause to be conspicuously
posted along the line of the contemplated work or improvement and
along all open streets within the district liable to be assessed for
the improvement, notices of the adoption of this Resélution in the

manner and in the form required by law,
SECTION 12. |

That the Clerk of the Board shall cause to be posted conspic-
uously in at least three public places in the said Dominguez Sewer
Maintenance District, notices of the proposed annexation of said
territory in the manner and in the form required by law.
SECTION 13, ‘

The Clerk of the Boa.d shall certify to the adoption of this Res-
olution and shall cause the same to be published once a week for
two successive weeks in the Torrance Press a newspaper of general
circulation circulated in the improvement district, and in the Do
minguez Sewer Maintenance Distriet, which newspaper is herchy
designated as the newspaper most likely to give notice of the pro-
posed improvement and annexation and the hearing thereon to the
inhabitants.

SECTION 14, |

The Board does hereby direct the Clerk thereof to mail notices |
lof the adoption of this Resolution of Intention to all persons own-
|ing real property proposed to be assessed for the construction of
(the imprvement herein described whose names and addresses appear
on the last equalized assessment roll of the County of Los Angeles
or as known to the Clerk, the contents of said notices to be as re-
quired by law,
